HE AFL forum on Labor and the Post- 

War was dominated completely by a com- 
bination of the Matthew Woll-William 
Hutcheson group and of the Social Demo- 
crats around David Dubinsky. 

The program they put forward paid lip 
service to the sentiments of the rank and 
file. It was purposely made ambiguous, how- 
ever. AFL members should be warned that 
notwithstanding the platitudes of Woll, Du- 
binsky & Co. for United Nations unity and 
an economy of full employment, these gentle- 
men are turning the program into a weapon 
against these very aims. 

An obscurely-placed expression in the pro- 
gram about “unilateralism” was their jump- 
ing-off point for an attack on the Soviet 
Union and the foreign and war policies of 
the President and Hull. They embraced the 
London clique which calls itself the Polish 
government, and in “defense” of the At- 
lantic Charter they joined in defeatist ef- 
forts to undermine United Nations unity 
and the Teheran declaration. 

On domestic policy, the arrangers of the 
conference cynically shoved aside basic ques- 
tions of total-job economy and joined with 
other anti-administration snipers on the 
dangers facing “free enterprise.” 

Eric Johnston of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Robert Gaylord of the NAM have 
been often told that their fear for “free 
enterprise” is a false issue since no one of 
any consequence in American life challenges 
“free enterprise.” But they keep on raising 
the false issue anyway because it conforms 
to their partisan Republican anti-Roosevelt 
considerations. But why should labor join 
in such a chorus? 

The name of Roosevelt was not even men- 
tioned at the conference. Nor did anyone 
touch on the decisive effect that the coming 
election will have on the post-war. All that 
adds up to an indication of Woll-Dubinsky 
politics. 

Dubinsky’s politics are much clearer now 
than during the recent primaries when he 
swore he was for Roosevelt. On war policy, 
he spoke flatfootedly for a line that Hearst- 
McCormick-Patterson editorials have charted 
out long ago. So with the rest of his per- 
formance. He attended every session and 
acquiesced to all of it by silence or applause. 
Whom is Dubinsky backing now? 

How is Woll-Dubinsky control of such 
an important gathering to be explained? 
The answer is clear: most of the leaders of 
the AFL’s outstanding and basic organiza- 
tions were not even there. There is neither 
initiative nor leadership among the con- 
structive elements to stand up and speak 
the sentiments of the AFL membership. 


Unless such leadership speaks out, the Woll- | 


Hutcheson-Dubinsky combination will drag 
the name of the AFL deeper and deeper into 
the mud of defeatism. 5 


Dewey and El Vote 


B* HIS refusal to simplify state war bal- 
lot procedure Gov. Dewey has revealed 
more clearly than ever his motive for op- 
posing the federal soldier vote. 


Intervening at a crucial moment in the 


' ongressional struggle, Dewey helped to de- 
feat the Worley federal vote bill by hypocrit- 
fecally invoking “states’ rights“ and the New 
Tork State constitution. 

But even a Dewey could find no “states’ 
issues involved 
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in the simple proposal of Democratic legis- 
lative leaders John Dunnigan and Irwin 
Steingut to liberalize the state law. 

These Democratic leaders propose that 
a ballot, instead of an application for a bal- 
lot, be sent to every man and woman in the 
armed forces whose name and address the 
State War Ballot Commission receives from 
any source whatever. 

Dewey turned this proposal down on the 
cynical grounds that New York now has the 
best state soldier vote law in the country, 
a contention which is both false and ir- 
relevant. 

Moreover, he has indicated that if soldiers 
send in federal ballots because they cannot 
get state ballots, the State of New York 
will refuse to count them. 

Governor Dewey is seriously mistaken if 
he believes the people are going to let him 
get away with knifing the soldiers. Neither 
the simplification question nor the federal 
ballot issue are yet closed. We are confident 
the Governor will hear from the people on 
both matters. 


GOP and Poll Tax 


1 poll tax is approaching a showdown 
in Congress. a 

What the slavocracy of the South intends 
to do about it was brazenly announced yes- 
terday by South Carolina’s Sen. Burnet R. 
Maybank who urged the South to ignore 
the Supreme Court decision outlawing the 
Texas. “white primary.” 

This challenge must be met by the people. 
Labor must spearhead the countér-drive in 
defense of our common democracy. Senator 
Wagner’s declaration that he will head the 
battle against the filibuster and for cloture 


is exceedingly welcome news. We are sure 
he will be supported by the great majority 
of the Northern Democrats in the Senate. 

New the attention of the people must be 
turned to the Republicans. For years they 
have been giving lip service to the fight 
against the poll tax. But that’s all it has 
been, simply lip service. Republican Senator 
Joseph Ball, Minn., emphasized that fact 
when he declared to a Virginia meeting he 
would not vote for cloture because he didn’t 
consider the poll tax a “war issue.” Sen. 
Ball’s action revealed to what partisan 
depths the Republicans will go in wooing 
lily-white delegates from the South for their 
presidential candidates—in this case Stassen. 


And Senator Ball, if you please, is one of 
the so-called “liberal” Republicans. 


In the coming anti-poll tax battle, it is im- 
portant the people realize that the Republi- 
cans will play politics with this issue as they 
have with every other vital issue facing 
Congress in the past. However, whereas the 
Maybanks and the Rankins will remain foes 
of the anti-poll tax bill to the bitter end, the 
Republicans in the Senate and House can 
be made to change their minds—providing 
the voters of the country put the heat on. 

That is precisely what must be done.

Tuev. S. Supreme Court's 8-to-1 
decision outlawing the Texas 
“white primary” and its subsequent 
7-to-2 ban on Florida's “labor 
fraud” slave code, highlight a trend 
which is in process of becoming 
dominant in our society. It sug- 
gests the key to effective wartime 
struggles for Negro democratic 
rights. 
Look at the Negro's rapid strides 
toward freedom during the less

Hundreds of 
thousands of Ne- 
gro men and wo- 
men are perfect- 
ing skills and 
earning good 
wages in indus- 
trial and civil 
service jobs where 
none but a white 
face was seen before. They are also 
entering into the ranks of organ- 
ized labor in ever increasing num- 
bers, especially in the great demo- 
cratic unions of the CIO. New 
bonds of comradeship are being 
forged between Negro workers and 
white. 


For the first time in history a 
special agency of the federal gov~ 
ernment—FEPC—is created to blast 
racial bars to full employment. 
Another agency of government— 
WLB issues the unprecedented de- 
cision that the wages of white and 
Negro workers must be equal. 

In the armed forces, the Negro 
people are fighting for their own 
and their country’s liberty in every 
branch of the service. A Negro 
holds the post of Brigadier General. 
Negro and white officer candidates 
pursue their training together on a 
basis of complete equality, even in 
the Deep South. The Army's Judge 
Advocate has had to let down the 
bars against Negro lawyers. Ne-

are being trained as bombardiers. 


M white and Negro crews 

sail Liberty Ships named after 
famous Negroes and commanded 
by Negro captains. The Navy is 
forced, even though reluctantly, to 
admit Negroes into the ranks of 
fighting seamen and to train them 
as officers. 


More than this, the Negro people 
are finding new friends and allies 
in their wartime struggles for 
greater freedom. A Henry Wallace, 
an Eleanor Roosevelt, a Pearl Buck, 
a Wendell Willkie and many others 
move forward to champion the ex- 
tension of Negro democratic rights. 
The editor of an influential Vir- 
ginia newspaper calls for the aboli- 
tion of jim crow on busses and 
street cars—and gets an overwhelm- 
ingly favorable response from the 
public. The power of organized 
labor is being thrown ever more 
frequently and effectively into the 
struggle for Negro freedom. 

It is in the light of this trend 
that we must interpret the recent 
liberating decisions of the Supreme 
Court It is in the light of what 
produced this trend that we must 
determine strategy and tactics for 
guaranteeing its extension through- 
out the war and on into the post- 
war world.
